REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a method of 
administering or aspirating material from an eye of a patient, with the steps including 
piercing the eye with a piercing member to cause the initial opening in the eye 
membrane as well as maneuvering the piercing member through the vitreous humor of 
the eye and then inserting the treatment cannula through the vitreous humor towards 
the treatment site, which will be pierced by the treatment cannula for treatment. 

The independent claims also include other patentable subject matter in 
combination with the other elements or steps of the claim not mention in the above 
paragraph. 

The cited prior art fails to show the piercing member and the treatment cannula 
going through the vitreous humor of the eye. The previous cited prior art fails to 
disclose a piercing member causing the initial puncture into the eye. The previous 
methods deal with an incision being performed prior to insertion of the treatment device 
and this is not the case in the instant application because of the size and dimensions of 
the piercing member and treatment cannula.
